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In time the Janissaries became 
Insubordinate and mutinous. In 
1 52.5, they inarched to I lip gates of 
the Seraulio shouting their battle 
ory, tiiiil forced the old Sultan, 
Bajaset II. to abdicate In favor of 

it in son Seitm. They compelled 
Belln I. to grant them Increased 

pay. After 1525 tliere w«h peace for 
snveral yearH and the Saltan epenl 
mtioh time away from Constanti- 
nople In bunting. 'Hia Janissaries 
murmured, and longed for war. 
They turned brigands and plunder- 
ed the bouses of oAoers of the 
government. The Sultan returned 
and boldly cut down some of the 
ringleaders with Ms own sword. 

Afterwards be put many of their of- 
ficer! to death on suspicion that 
they instigated the disorders. In 
1623, Olhman II., secretly planned 
to raise an army of Koords and 
other troops, which fats Grand 

Vizier was to collect for him. 

The intention was to march them 
to Constantinople, destroy tbaJanla- 

Sarles, and reorganize the army. 
The Janissaries got wind of it, rose 
in furious tumult, and proceeding' 
to the palace, they bore Olhman off 
to the Seven Towers, where In his 

prison they afterwards strangled 
Dim. It was the result of intrigue. 
Daoad Pasha wanted to succeed to 
the Grand vTslerete, and the mother 
of Mustapha, who succeeded as 

Sultan, knew that if the revolt was 
suppressed Othman would pat all 
the males of his family to death to 
secure himself. If a Sultan was the 
sole survivor of his dynasty, then 

that Sultan bore aoharmed life, for 

his person was held sacred. Daoud 
Pasha became Grand Vizier, and 
Prince Mustapha, a lunatic, was 

put on the throne, and for a year his 

mother, Sultana Yalide, exercised 
power in his name. Then he was 
deposed, and Murad, Or Amuralh 
IV., surving brother of Olhman, 
eleven years old, was put on the 
throne. 

In 1683, the Janissaries rose in 
mutiny against the (band Vizier, 
the Mufti, the Deftardars and four 
teen other favorites of Sultan Amu 
rath. The court of the palace was 
full Of rebels. The Sultan advised 
the Grand Vizier, Ila.fi/., tO flee to 
Scutaii. lie lied. The rebels 
pressed into the great hall of the 
Divan. The Sultan demanded 
their will. They gave him the op- 
tion of the heads of his favorites, or 

to abdicate. Amuralh reheated 

Into an inner room and barred the 
door agaiust the rabble. Then 

Rod jib Pasha, whoso intrigue whs 
the cause of the trouble, nogolitaled 
with Amurath: "Better the death 
of the Vizier than the death of the 
Sultan." Amurath yielded and sent 
for llafiz to return. He came, 
walked into the OOUrt, was stabbed 
to death with daggers, and a Janis- 
sary cut off hie head. 

The Janissaries now pursued a 
career of insolent brigandage and 
many victims fell before their thirst 
for blood. The Sultan planned for 
vengeance and to leduoo them to 
submission. He secretly had Kidjib 

Paehs put to death and eoneenfrat' 

ed an army of other troops he could 
depend on. Surrounded by trusty 
horse guards, he summoned the Agas 
(leaders) of the Janissaries before 
him, compelled then to swear 
obedience on the Koran, and to : 

up the names of the ringleaders in 

the rebellion. Those were put to 
death by the hundreds by the 

Sultan's emissaries sent through the 

city. They were quelled and oiled 
With fear for a time. In I (iTa under 
Mahomet IV., a levy of 8,000 boys 
was made on the Unyns tO recruit 
the corps of Janissaries. This was 
the last conscription from the Chris- 
tians of the empire. Thereafter re- 
cruits were taken from the children 
<>f the Janissaries and I lis Turks, 
who were given civil and military 
advanta g e s . They were scattered 
With their families through the oltieB 

of the empire and followed various 

occupations when not called into 
military service. Their numbers 
were also largely increased. 

In 1688, the Janissaries were in 

rebellion against Solymas n. The 

Grand Vizier was murdered and his 
sister was mutilated and dragged 
naked tin ough the streets of I 



stantinople. The city stores were 
plundered and many murders com- 
mitted. The faithful among the 
Moslems gathered In defence of the 

Sultan around the entrance to the 
Seraglio, where the sacred standard 

Of the prophet was displayed. The 
chief assassins and promoters of the 
riot were seized and decapitated. 
Then war breaking out on the Hun- 
garian frontier, the unruly troops 
were sent to battle fields. 

In |808, the Janissaries revolted 

against Selim III. and forcing their 
way into the palace deposed him. 
The conspirators put. Prince Musta- 
pha, son of ii former Sultan, on the 
throne, and Selim was looked tip '" 

the prison of the palace. Prince 

Mahmoud was the rightful claimant 
to the succession. He was also in 
the prison of the palace. The 
Pasha of Ruslohiik owed all his 
honors to Selim, and he was making 
his way to Constantinople, at the 
head Of 40,000 troops to reinstate 
Selim on the throne. While the 
Pasha and his troops went march 

Ing to the palace, the Janissaries 

forced their way into the Seraglio to 

murder both Selim and Mahmoud. 

The gates of the palace were closed 
against the Pasha : he broke them 
clown and rushed In with his men. 
Selim had already been killed and 
they were looking for Mahmoud. 
lie had been sociclod in a bath 
furnace by a faithful slave, and 
could not be found. As I ho Pasha 
passed to the inner gate of the 

palace the dead body of Selim was 

thrown out at his feet. With order 

restored Mustapha was dragged 

from the throne and Mahmoud in- 
Mailed as Sultan, with the Pat 

his Grand Vhder. Many ol the 
traitois were executed and the reel 

simulated submission. 
The Pasha having dismissed most 

of his troops, the Janissaries rose 
again in 1809 with the Intention Of 
deposing Mahmoud and restoring 
Mustapha to the throne. The 
whole city was in tumult, at the 
palace it was determined to destroy 
Mustapha astheonly hope of saving 
Mahmoud II. from being murdoi- 
ed. As the last scion of the house 
of Othman, he would be safe. So 
it was, but Mahmoud had losuhmil 
to the exactions of the Janissiries 
for tho time being. There was al 
most constant trouble ami acts of 
incendiarism for many years. 

In 1836, Mahmoud concent rated 
troops in his capital, whom he 
could depend on, anil he provided 
cannon and trained artillerists. 
The Janissaries seem to have been 
intentionally provoked to an attack 
on the palace, and while on their 
way therethrough a narrow sheet, 
the artillery was opened on them 
with grape and canister, which lore 
great gaps through their columns. 
They fought back for some time 
with volleys of musketry. Then 
the remnant of them fled to their 
barracks. The artillery followed 
and poured shot and shell into the 
building until it took fire and 
every man of them was destroyed, 
said to be s, mill. Many thousands 

afterwards put to death In 

various cities of the empire, until 

the Jannissarles were utterly an- 
nihilated. 

Itaja/.cf I put the captive chil- 
dren of Christians of other nations 

into the SOhool of the Veni Tscheri, 
to be educated ill war This arous- 
ed the indignation of Europe. In 

libit Pope Boniface IX. proclaimed 
a crusade against the Turks, offer- 
ing plenary indulgenoe to all Chris 

liant who helped to rescue Hun- 
gary and othei kingdoms from 
Moslem rule. The chivalry of 
France, under the Counts de 

Never*, «ie Ku, de Artois and many 
others of the nobility, knights, and 
gentlemen, with then- vassals and 

retainers, joined in it. In their 
march through Germany, they were 
reinforced by the Count of llohen 
zollern and many knightly eiders, 

with their retainers; by the Bavarian 

knights under their Klcctoi, I'ala 
tine; by the I lnixl ian knights of 

St. John of Jerusalem, from ibe is 
land oi Rhodes; and by tbeohivalry 

of Styria, and forces of Hungary, 
and Wallachia. The Turkish 
lisons at Widdin, Oisova, and 

Nicopolis all capitulated to their 

arm", |n 1 :t ■ 

Bajaset, roused from his orgies, 
gathered together the best of his 
troops and advanced to gi\e the 

Crusaderi bat t is on the plain of 

Nioopolis. As they came insight, 
the French chivalry charged 



petUOUSly on the Turkish vanguard 
of irregular horsemen. With level- 
ed spears they rode down the 
Akindji and Azabs, and pursued 
them to rising ground, beyond 
which was the Sultan with the 
Janissary infantry, and the Spahis 

regular cavalry ill battle line, pre- 
senting a forest of hostile spears. 

The horses of the French and their 

allies were now blown, and ill the re- 
treat the Christians were pursued, 
cut down, surrounded and defeated 

by the fresh troops of the Turks. 
Many of the bravest and best of the 
chivalry lay dead on the field 
Night closing in, the captured army 
were disarmed and put under guard. 
Early next morning Uajazct order- 
ed (lis noble and knightly prisoners 
before him. 

The Count do Nevers was spared 
and permitted to choose 34 more of 
the Christian nobles, whose lives 
were made subject to ransom. A 
knight was chosen and given free- 
dom to return to France to acquaint 
the king and friends of those ex- 
empted from immediate death, of 
the catastrophe. Then the other 

ooble prisoners were led in single 

tile and halted before Bajazet at the 
entrance to his tent. They were 
stripped to their shirts, and as the 
human tiger glanced along each 
baM-h he made a signal, and they 
Instantly cut and hewed to 

death with Boimetars. So it con- 
tinued for hours, until over ;i(>0 
nobles, knights and gentlemen had 

been killed. Then the slaughter 

of the to.ooo common prisoners was 

begun. They were hewod down in 
heaps by the swords of the Turks, 
and battered to death by the maces 

of tho Janissaries 

The massacre lasted from early 

morning until late in the afternoon. 

Then, the ferocity of the Sultan 
beign satiated with blood, sonic of 
bis officers ventured to. suggest that 

llii> remaining prisoners be kept to 
be Bold as slaves The Bajaset 
agreed, and some hundreds of com- 
mon soldiers exchanged death for 
slavery. The arch lieud had gloat- 
ed over the bloody spectacle from 
beginning to end. The Count do 
Nevers and his companions were 

permitted freedom on parole, and 
were entertained by the Sultan. As 
tbey tell It, Bajaset had 7000 falcon- 
ers and as many huntsmen. One 
day a falcon was flown at some 

eagles. The flight did not please 

Bajazel and he threatened to be- 
head 3,000 of them for not better 

preparing their hawks A menial 
Of the Sultan entered the house of a 
pool woman, and by force seized and 
drank her supply of goat's milk. 

she at once complained. The yar- 

let was summoned and denied the 
accusation. The Woman persisted, 
when the Sultan slopped her with: 
" Woman, If you have lied you shall 
suffer death. She replied:"] con- 
sent to it." Upon which the Sultan 
had the man's stomach cut open and 
the milk was found still undigested 
The ransom money for Hie captive 
nobles was paid In 1397, and they 
were liberated to tell the story of 

Bajazet'* power and grandeur 
throughout France. 

n besieged Constanti- 
nople in spite of his agreement 
with the Greek Emperor for tribute 
exemption. Bui the Nemesis of 
fate was now in pursuit of Bajazet, 
and led him to march to the defense 

of his eastern fronlioi in Asia. 
Slvas, a strong city in Armenia, was 
besieged by a vaal army of Mongol 
Tartars, under Tiiuour, or Tuniei 
lane. Baja/.el's son. Ertoghrul, who 
commanded the garrison, made a 

desperate resistance. But Timoor 

set thousands of men at woi k to 
undermine a great cavity under the 
foundations of the Oity wall. 

the work progressed, the wall was 
propped up ami supported on strong 
timbers, until the work was com- 
pute. Then a groat tire was made 
and as the timbers burned awa\ 
that part of the city wall and ram 
parts sank into the abyss, and was 
swallowed up before III' 

of the defenders. In despair they 

•<'d lor mercy, but Timour, 

equal to Bajaset in ferocity, put 
them to death with inhuman cruel- 
ty, Prlnoe Ertoghrul and the 

leoq were put to death with the 
sword. Christians to the number 

of 1,000, who had aided in the de- 
fense, had cords lashed to their 

Decks With which they were dou- 
bled over and tied with their fa 
between their legs, and then flung 
into trenches and left to prolong

thell torture, before filling in 
dirt. 

Timour then marched his army 
from Slvas, to meet and give bat lie 

to Bajaset. He was the superior of 

his foe in strategy and military pre- 
cautions. He chose his position 
flanked by a river on one side, and 
secured himself by a ditch and 
strong palisade on the other. Tho 
two armies were inactive for several 
days. Bajaset, in contempt of his 
enemy, drew his army away for a 
grind hunt. The troops were spread 
out in a vast circle covering many 

miles, and then moved inward, driv- 
ing the game before them to where 
the Sultan was. The ground 

traversed was destitute of water, 
and the troops suffered fearfully, 
5,000 of them dying from thirst and 
fatigue to promote the Sultan's 
sport. After this folly, he march- 
ed the tired troops back to his 
enemy, found I he Tartars in posses- 
sion of the camp he had left, and 
the only stream of water the Turks 
could gain access to had been turn- 
ed, tilled up, and made almost 
wort hless. 

There was no alternative but to 
light. The battle took place on the 
plain of Angora, July 30th, 1403. 
Timour is said to have had 800,000 
men ami Bajazet less than 120,000. 
In numbers, m equipment, and in 
the skill with which they were han- 
dled, the Mongols were far superior. 
The Turks fought, with great valor 
and ferocity, but their ranks were 
broken into and they were borne 
down by the fierce and constant 
charges of the Tartai cavalry. 

Bajazet, seeing all was lost, at- 
tempted to escape but he was mark- 
ed and pursued, and his horse stum- 
bling, he was made prisoner. Tim- 
our treated his captive with respect, 
until tho Sultan, in an attempt to 
escape, incensed his conqueror. 
Then he was treated with rigor and 
put in fetters every night. Timour 
took his prisoner with him, and 
Bajazet, sick and broken down with 
Ignominy, was borne, in a litter 

■ red with iron lattice work. He 
died eight months after the battle 
of Angora. He had five sons in the 
battle. One, Prince Musa, was 
taken prisoner, one disappeared, and 
three escaped in different directions. 
Timour set Piinee Musa at liberty 
after his father's death, and permit- 
ted him to take the dead body to 
Brusa for interment in the burial 
place of the Sultan's. The Turkish 
Empire was disrupted and so nearly 
destroyed as to cause an inter- 
regnum from 1403 to 1418, while 
the sons of Hajazel, who escaped al 
Angora, were making war on each 
other for the succession to the Sul- 
tanate. The survivor of them was 
Mahomet [., 1 111! 1431. 

After the bat He of Angora the 
Tartars devastated Asia Minor, cap- 
tured and sacked many cities and 
massacred many inhabitants. The 
Christian Knights of St. John of 
Jerusalem had, for half a century, 

held Smyrna. Ii was so heroically 

defended (hat, when the walls were 
Undermined and the place taken 
by storm, Timour ordered a general 
massacre of all its inhabitants with- 
out mercy to age or sex. Timour 
had his capital at Samarkand, and 
was of the family of Genghis Khan. 
When hi' captured a great city he 
built a monument of the heads of 
his human victims. Al Smyrna 
there were nol enough heads for a 
monument on his accustomed scale 
of grandeur. So he economized by 
building il UD of alternate layers of 
mud and Oi heads. He reigned 
thirty-six years, shed more blood, 
and caused more misery than 
any othei human being ever born. 
He died in 1405, while on his way 
to eonquet China. 

In those times hunmuity cut no 
ice and human life was of but little 
account. Prisoners taken in war, 
or in forays were, men, women ami 
children, made slaves and sold in 
the slave markets like cattle. The 
majority of people under the rule of 
the Turks were Mahometans. There 
were many Jews and Christians 
also. In propagating the religion 
of Islam, Christians ami Jews were 
not necessarily forced tO accept the 
Moslem faith. They were, however, 

required to make the declarations: 

" There is no god but Cod." Then 
if they agreed to pay an annual tax 
per capita, they were loft free to 
follow their own religion. For a 
refusal to OS OUS Of the other, they 
wore made slaves Or lost their heads. 
Orohan, the second of the dynas- 



ty, established a feudal system 
similar to that of the rest of Europe. 
He distributed conquered provinces 
to tribal chiefs who served under 
him. These in turn allotted the 
land to vassals who .served under 
themselves. The chiefs held sover- 
eignity over such lands, subject to a 
bond to render military service, with 
their vassals, to the Sultan in time of 
war. The vassals who took lands 
were under bond to servo their 
chiefs. The grand fiefs, mostly al- 
lotted to the Spahis, or Royal Horse 
Guards, were known as Ziamets, 
and according to the extent of .such 
lands they had to furnish additional 
armed horsnien. The inferior tiofs 
apportioned to their vassals, were 
called Timers. The Ziamets were 
taxed by the Sultan and the Timars 
were taxed by the chiefs; in addi- 
tion they levied a catt e tax of so 
much per head, and married people 
were mulcted two piasters each. 

In the Sixteenth Century the Zia- 
mets numbered about 3,200 and the 
Timars about 50,200. The superior 
Bovler Beys and the infeiior Sanjek 
Beys could furnish the Sultan with 
an army of 150,000 cavalry and from 
50,000 to 100,000 infantry. The 
title of Pasha was merely one of 
honor given to a person employed 
by the Sultan. They had no author- 
ity or jurisdiction unless specially 
chosen as military leaders, viceroy*, 
or otherwise commissioned. The 
superior military leader was known 
by the number of hone tails on his 
standard. The Pasha, or Beylor 
Bey, of three tails was of the high- 
est rank. Those of intermediate 
rank had but two tails, and the in- 
ferior Sanjek Bey had but one tail 
on his standard. 

In the government of the Sublime 
Porte, the Sultans have always been 
supreme. The will of the Padishah 
was an iniperium in impeiio — an 
absolute despotism. "Near the Czar 
(dose to death," was an aphorism 
applied to the Russian autocrat, 
Nicholas I. The same may be 
applied to all the Turkish Sultans 
from Othman to Abdul Hamid 
The Sultan presides over the Divan, 
or great council of State. In his 
absence, the Grand Vizier represents 
him. The great otliceis of the 
Stale are the Vizier's under their 
chief : the Kadaskiers, or Judges : 

the Defterdars, or Treasurers i the 

Nischahnyis, or Secretaries of 
State : the Grand Chamberlain, the 

Grand Marshal and other officers, 

made up the Court in attendance at 
a Divan. The military rulers wore 
the Outer Agas, and the rulers in 
court were the Inner Agas. The 
Clems are an order of men learned 
in the law. The chief of them is 
the Mufti, oi Sheik Al-Islam, who 
is the expounder of the fundament 
al law of the Koran. The I'lema 
are almost the side aristocracy of 
the empire. Solymau I., as a patron 
of learning, specially favored the 
I'leuia exempting them from, hU 
lion. No coronation ceremonies 
attend the induction of ■ new 
Saltan. He is simply invested with 

the sword of Othman, the founder 

of the dynasty, and conies in im- 
mediate possession of all the insig- 
nia of his office, both as Sultan and 
Caliph. 

The Akindji and Azabs were 
volunteer light horsemen, who fur- 
nished their own equipments and 
joined in the Sultan'scampaigns for 
the plunder they could obtain. 
They deployed off in advance and 
on either (lank of an army, and 
created widespread havoc and de- 
vastation. In II??, Mahomet II. sent 
a great aimy into Yonetta. At 
night, fiom the palace roofs in 
Venice, the whole horizon to the 
northward was seen aglow with the 
light of burning towns and villages, 
looted and tired by these "sack 
men" of the Turkish armies, 
Mahomet also sent a fleet *o capture 
Otranto, thought to be the key to 
Italy. The place was stormed and 
taken, and nearly all the 33,000 in- 
habitants woie massacred without 
mercy. When Solyman 1. besieged 

una in 1538, the Akindji, 80, 
Strong, swept I lie surrounding coun- 
try with fire and desolation. They 
brought many thousand Christian 
captives into camp, and when the 
Turks were compelled to raise the 
o fiom lack of provisions, and 
the approach ef winter, the fairest 
of the boys and girls were selected 
and reserved for slavery. All other 
prisoners were put to the sword or 
thrown alive into flames 
In the taking of Constantinople, 



in 1405, the Creek Kmperor perish- 
ed in the thick of the tight. The 
Turks found his body, cut off his 
head, and after exhibiting it for a 
time on the pedestal of the Statue 
of Justinian, it was embalmed and 
sent round to the cities of Asia as a 
trophy. 

The wars of the Tuiks were often 
against Mahometan powers as well 
as Christian nations. Selim I., in 
1513, put his brothers. Princes 
Ahmed and Korkoud to death. 
Selim was a bigot in the faith of 
Islam. He haled the heretics of his 
own religion worse than he hated 
the Giaours. The schism of the 
Schiis had spread over Moslem 
countries and in Turkey. Selim, 
by a system of secret espionage, 

ascertained their Indentity and 
numbers. Fie distributed his troops 

in their districts in proportion to 
the number of the Schiis, and 
70,000 of them, of all ages an.: 
were arrested. Selim had 1 
of them killed and all the rest im 
prisoned for life. He invaded 
Persia with an army and in a great 
battle defeated the Schiis, under 
their Shah Ismael, and massacred 
all such prisoners he took. The 
Turks Captured KalT.i in the 
Fifteenth Century, and besides the 
immense booty obtained, they sent 
1 of its inhabitants as slaxcs 
to Constantinople. 

The present Sultan, Abdul Hamid, 
is the thirty fourth in line of descent 
from Osman, the founder of the 
dynasty. Some of the Sultans were 
great men, othei s were weak and 

amounted to little as roh 

warriors. Sultan Ibrahim. 
1648, was a drunkard. His folly 
and wickedness brought on a revolt 
against him. He was m 
cruel, and bloodthirsty, and would 
destroy people on the merest whim.

years old, was put on the throne, 
and Ibrahim was put to death in 
the palace prison. 

The accession of Bajazet 11 , in 
1481, was opposed by his brother, 
Prince Djem. In a civil war the 
latter was defeated and took refuge 
with the Knights of Rhodes. They 
made him prisoner and coined 
money by a treaty with Bajazet for 
(5,000 ducats a year for his safe 

custody. Afterwards, through In- 
trigue, Djem became a prisoner of 

Pope Innocent VIII, to whom the 
Sultan paid 40,000 ducats a 
Pope lunoeenl dying, whs BUI 
ed by Pope Alexander VI, of the 
family of Borgia. He stipulated 
for the same pay for the detention 
of Djem, and hiiAed that for 

dttcats, cash down, he would 
forever put Djem out of ti 
In It'.!.") Djem died of poison 
was a way this Pope had of getting 
rid of Cardinals who were DOS 
grata, oi whose wealth made them 
it Lucretia Borgia, 
the notorious arsenic poisoner 
of this fain lv. 

Sultan Mahmoud 11., l 
was in endless trouble, inh< 
from the misrule of .Mustapha IV. 
The Sen! Tscheri were mutinous 

and many viflayets of the empire 

wore in anarchy and insurrection. 
Mohemet Ali Pasha, viceroy of 
Egypt, set himself up a* an in- 
dependent prince, lie sent hii 
Ibrahim Pasha, with an army into 
Syria. The Sultan's troops were 
defeated in three gteat battles, and 
for seven years Mchcmet Ali ruled 
Syria Independently, until France, 
aidiug the Turks, forced him out of 
that country. Mehenict Ali held 
control in Egypt until in 1841, in a 
treaty. Sultan Abdul Medjih issued 
a hatti-sherifl (decree) confirming 
the Pashalic of Egypt to Mehemel 
Ali and to his descendants, subject 
to a tribute of one fourth of the 
ptian revenues, and to certain 
military leheinet

morulas In a bed room at Bershad- 

sky's Turkish bath establishment, at 
Lombard street, where they 
were employed us rubbers. 

" It is believed thai the men died 

from the effects of an unknown 

poison wbioh they drank. MeCor- 
mick, who is a deaf-mute, h id been 
winking at the establishment but a 
week. Whore he came from no 
one seems to know, while the police 
are unable to find bis relatives, or 
any one that knew him. Wilson 
had been employed at the place 
during the winter, and both men 
made their home at the bath house. 
Wilson had no relatives in the city 
" Both men retired to their room 
00 the ground tloor at It) o'clock on 
Friday night and, according to the 
proprietor Of tbe place, they were 
In good spirits. Not the slighest 
distui bance was heard during the 
night by any one in the house. 
Shortly before 7 o'clock yesterday 
morning, Mrs. Hcishadsky came 

downstairs and was surprised to see 

Wilson lying on the tloor. There 
was froth about his lips. 

" Terror-sticken the woman turn- 
ed to leave the room. As she did 
her gaze met the form of McCor- 
niick, who was lying on his back on 

the cot. His mouth also wasoovar- 

ed with a froth. Hoth men were 
found to be dead." 

The case of young McCormick, 
who was a very frequent attendant 
at All Souls' Church, mad* a good 
deal of talk among the deaf who 
knew him, after service yesterday. 
He was an orphan, and, though not 
of the promising kind of man, he 
bore a good reputation as far as 
known. His quiet disposition may 
have been largely due to his loneli- 
ness in the world. Notwithstanding 

this, there are many of his friends 
who doubt that ho was a willful 
suicide. Through ignorance he 

may have committed a mistake, or 

l made to do it some other wa\ 

Without expecting such a result. 

niiick, was a small built man 

and had a glass eye. He boarded 

for sonic time with Harry Schapiro, 
a deaf-mute friend, who says that 
William never talked about self 
destruction but seemed to take life 
as well as many others. He is 
ed over the sudden death. 
McCoimick had been employed at 
the bath establishment for only two 
daya. 



This deaf-mute thought he was 
clever, but it availed him nothing. 
His case was reported by tho North 
American, February 27th: — 

"Whio William Reynolds, a deaf-mute, 
was arraigned before Recorder Nowrey, in 
Camden, yesterday, he passed up to the 
Recorder a piece of paper on which was 
written. 

" You can't legally send me to jail with- 
out a hearing " 

The point raised was a novel one. The 
Recorder puzzled his brains for a few 
minutes, us to how he could give a deaf- 
mute a hearing 

Tin' mute, noticing- ths hesitation of the 
Recorder, passed up a second slip, on which 
was written. 

•' I don't mean you will have to cure my 
deafness, but I must hear all the testimony 
against me." 

How to make a deaf-mute hear the testi- 
mony against him was another poser. The 
testimony of the witnesses was finally put. 
into writing and. passed to Reynolds. 

The prisoner was charged with appealing 
for alms and disorderly conduct on the 
street. The Recorder sentenced him to five 
days in the county jail." 

He has time to study more law 
now.
